308 Palm Trees

“Raring to go" is th e term used 
by Councilwom an R uth Hardy of 
the w orkers and suppliers of the 
palm trees for p lan tin g along 
Palm Canyon drive a s per the a u ­ 
thority delegated recently for the 
program . 
“The w orkers had hoped to get 
started today,” she said. 
The program calls for a total 
of 308 trees from Ram on road to 
Alejo and w ill probably begin 
som e tim e this w eek w ith only 
th e m atter of pipe standing in 
th e w ay for early planting. It is 
th e plan of the com m ittee for 
laying of pipe for w ater and elec­ 
trical conduit prior to the actual 
planting of the trees. 


TWO TYPES of trees w ill be 
set in positions already m arked 
on the paving: the W ashingtonia 
F ilifera and W ashington Robusta. 
A m inim um height of 10 feet is 
being accepted for th e former 
and a m inim um of 12 feet for 
th e latter, w ith some larger ones 
being erected as high as 35 feet, 
according to Mrs. Hardy. Aver­ 
age height w ill be about 20 feet 
w hen planted. 
City M anager W illiam Alworth 
spent m ost of the day yesterday 
in conference w ith th e com m ittee 
nd w ith suppliers to attem pt to 
c q u i r e th e right type and 
am ount of pipe for th e conduit 
w hich w ill have an outlet for 
lighting each tree. W ater lines 
w ill also have individual outlets 
a t each tree for irrigation pur­ 
poses.

City Will Gain 


Extra Dividend 


In "In-Lieu" Tax 


“Extra dividend" of $9.924 is 
due Palm Springs for 1949-50 out 
of state-collected motor vehicle 
"in lieu” taxes, because of a 
change in state law signed by the 
governor on May 13, California 
Taxpayers association said today. 
E stim ates by the state con­ 
troller of paym ents to Riverside 
county from the "in lieu" tax 
of $275,030 m ade on April 13 were 
revised to $419,929 on M ay 31, 
an increase of $144,889. 
Cities also will get an "u su al­ 
ly 
large 
apportionm ent” 
from 
“in lieu” tax revenues for 1949­ 
50. Effect of the change in state 
law on P alm Springs is outlined 
in the report as follows: 
The April 13 estim ate for Palm 
Springs w as $18,972. The revised 
M ay 31 estim ate w as $28,896, an 
increase in revenue of $28,296. 
In the county only Riverside 
an d Corona exceeded the esti­ 
m ate for th e Village. 
The A pril 13 estim ates were 
based on provisions of th e law 
calling for paym ents from the 
state-collected m otor vehicle "in 
lieu ” tax to the cities and coun­ 
ties in Ju ly and December of 
each fiscal year. The “in lieu” 
tax is th e ad valorem tax on 
m otor vehicles paid a t the tim e 
licenses are secured. 
The new law requires th a t 
paym ents be m ade in December 
an d June of each fiscal year, 
w ith the result th a t for the one 
y e ar 1949-50 counties and cities 
w ill get a paym ent in July, 1949, 
together w ith paym ents in De­ 
cember, 1949, and June, 1950.

E ar­ 
lier in the Spring sim iliar rum ors 
were in effect but at th a t tim e he 
declared he m erely intended to 
ask for a leave of absence be­ 
cause of ill health. T his leave 
w as granted 
and Easley w as 
aw ay for two weeks. 
Shortly after his return to the 
board he again becam e ill and 
new resignation rum ers became 
current. They were coupled w ith 
the report th a t with his resign­ 
ation he had sent to Gov. Earl 
W arren a list of five nam es from 
which he urged the governor to 
nam e his successor.

Palm Springs Unified school 
district buses are in excellent 
condition and "above state aver­ 
age" according to a com m unica­ 
tion received this week by Dr. 
A rthur G. Hoff, acting superin­ 
tendent, from A. R. Hastings, 
captain of state police. 
Receipt of the letter w as coin­ 
cidental w ith a report of a cost 
survey of the local school bus 
system w hich revealed th a t the 
per pupil cost of transporting 
children to and from schools in 
the district w as lower th an in 
the m ajority of state districts. 


IN HIS LETTER, C aptain H ast­ 
ings said, in part: 
“Our school bus inspection of­ 


ficer, Ben Killingsw orth, advises 
th at he found your buses to be 
in excellent m echanical condi­ 
tion and outstandingly c l e a n ; 
th at they are above the average 
in this respect. 
"We desire to tak e this oppor­ 
tunity to commend those persons 
responsible for k e e p i n g your 
buses in such good m echanical 
condition. Much credit is due 
them for the effort they have put 
forth in abiding by all the gov­ 
erning rules and regulations to 
the end th at the school children 
of your district m ight be tra n s­ 
ported in safe and clean buses.”

This prompts us to ex­ 
plain that the Mt. San Jacinto State Park WILL be pre­ 
served against a commercialized resort. 
The State Park commission and the Tramway Author­ 
ity have agreed that no highway will be allowed through 
the park until the tramway bonds have been paid off. 
That will be 35 years! From the top of the mountain, the 
park will be accessible only by trail as it is today. There 
will be no housing available, so the park cannot be de­ 
veloped into a resort as some people have thought. Its 
use will be confined to daytime recreation; skiing and 
snow sports of all kinds in the Winter, enjoyment of the 
natural beauty of the park in the Summer along with the 
thrilling aerial trip and magnificent view. So the natural 
beauties of the park are being preserved—and at the same 
time will be enjoyed by millions of people. 


WE REGRET TO REPORT that we hear quite a bit of 
criticism in Los Angeles about the treatm ent of visitors 
to Palm Springs. Some people have very sad experiences 
to relate. And they tell their friends. We do not want to 
imply that the reports are all bad by any means, but there 
is enough criticism to make us feel that something should 
be done about it. Owners of all lines of business, especially 
those who deal almost entirely with visitors, should make 
a determined effort to see that all establishm ents treat 
their patrons courteously and deal with them fairly. A few 
meetings should be held with employees and the impor-

Moreover, it was pointed out 
that persons who disregard these 
responsibilities may be subject 
to greatly increased expense and 
inconvenience during their vaca­ 
tions. 


The Automobile Club oí South- 
cm California listed these pre­ 
cautions in t h r e e categories: 
home, car and personal. 
UNDER HOME PRECAUTIONS, 
motorists are advised to tempor­ 
arily stop deliveries of newspa­ 
pers, milk and ice: shut off gas, 
light and refrigerator; discon­ 


tinue telephone and laundry 
services. 
Provide for care of pets, garden 
and mail handling or forwarding, 
discourage prowlers by securely 
locking windows and doors, 
drawing shades only part way 
down and advising neighbors of 
absence; ascertaining that ade. 
quate fire and theft insurance is 
maintained. 
RECARDING CAR PRECAU­ 
tions. the club r e c o m m e n d s 
complete m o t o r checkups by 
competent mechanics in advance 
of all trips over 500 miles. Pre­ 


vacation lubrication and oil 
changes should also be provided 
for in addition to thorough tire 
and brake checkups, the club 
said.Under personal precautions, 
vacation-bound motorists are ad­ 
vised to first check the validity 
of such essentials as drivers li­ 
censes. car registrations, gasoline 
credit cards and fire permits or 
hunting and fishing licenses, if 
needed. 
MOTORISTS SHOULD

well-planned itineraries, the club 
said. This includes a need for 


confirmed reservations, all perti­ 
nent route information and nec­ 
essary maps. 
Such personal effects as trav­ 
elers c h e e k s , vacuum bottles, 
cameras, film, sun glasses, toilet 
articles, first-aid kits and ade­ 
quate clothing should be checked 
in advance of trips as all of these 
items are desirable for pleasant 
vacationing, the club advised.

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County Decentralization 


Plan Up to Supervisors 


Fate of the proposed derentral- 
ization program which would put 
branch county offices in the Coa­ 
chella valley area was in the 
hands of county supervisors to­ 
day following completion of an 
eight-page 
r e p o r t 
by county 
planners last week. 
Planners will hold up further 
study of the plan until the board 
acts. 
At last week’s session, p lan ­ 
ners approved the initial study 
which includes establishm ent of 
county branches in the desert 
area and in Hemet-San Jacinto 
areas. 


THE REPORT was presented to 
planners by Tyler Suess, plan­ 
ning consultant. Although fully 
in approval, planners th en de­ 
cided io submit it to supervisors 
oefore continuing action. 
"Since it was last year's super­ 
visors who ordered the study, we 
w ant to know the altitude of the 
present board before continuing. 
We m ight be wasting our time,” 
said Homer Varner of Indio, a 
member of the planning com m is­ 
sion. 
The Suess report opened by 
calling attention lo the fact that 
the growth of the outlying com ­ 
munities. c o m b i n e d w ith the 
great distances separating them 
from the court house, has already 
brought about establishm ent of 
decentralized county services "for 


both the economy and efficiency 
of the departm ents involved as 
well as for the convenience of 
the public." 


"IT IS THEREFORE presumed 
that a policy of serving the peo­ 
ple of the county in this m anner 
has been clearly established. . . 
Siudies should be directed to­ 
ward analysis of these existing 
services, their adequacy and suit­ 
ability as to location and scope; 
to existing and potential popula­ 
tion to be served; its character 
and needs; and to other factors 
such as service radius and serv­ 
ice transportalion and to the 
methods of acquisition of land 
and financing the buildings to­ 
gether with other recom m enda­ 
tions on procedure and priority." 
Suess. viewing the doubling of 
population in ton years of the 
Coachella valley, saw a future 
population of 100,000 people and 
that it “is practical to consider 
the ultim ate land area needed at 
ihe outset since future ex p an ­ 
sion of the site m ay be difficult 
or impossible. 


"IT IS ESTIMATED that a site 
having an area of from 15 to 20 
acres should be produced in order 
lo adequately serve the antici­ 
pated future needs,” he reported.

The w ar is not over in London. 
R ationing of food, petrol, and 
other com m odities, the scarcity 
of clothes and autos which are 
being m ade alm ost entirely for 
export, the control of prices in 
the restaurants, m ake it all too 
evident th a t E ngland’s recovery 
is still a long w ays off. 
O ther evidences: the 
l a r g e 
blank spaces in th e city which 
were bombed. The rubble has 
been cleared aw ay and the sites 
are used as parking basem ents 
for autos. E ntire blocks are m iss­ 
ing, m ute testim ony to the hor­ 
rors the English m ust have en ­ 
dured. It is im pressive and sh a t­ 
tering. But already an extensive 
rebuilding program is under way 
and a new London will be built 
on the other older Londons which 
have, in turn and in part su r­ 
vived other w ars since the first 
ceritury invasion of Julius Caesar. 


IN A SMALL undercroft of an 
old church called All Hallows, 
b uilt in 679 A. D., we saw por­ 
tions of Roman m osaic flooring, 
old Roman stones w ith their dis­ 
tinctive m arkings, and superim ­ 
posed w ere the less civilized a d ­ 
ditions of the Saxons who cam e 
later. At the Tower of London 
portions of the old Roman wall 
still 
stand. 
The 
W estm inister 
Abbey w hich w as f i r s t built 
about 1066, has been dam aged 
and repaired m any times. The 
"new" portions, built in the 13th 
and 14th centuries look wise w ith 
age. Work is now going ahead to 
repair the dam ages of this last 
war. 
I am disappointed that all 
Englishm en aren’t as fam iliar 
with their history as I had fondly 
believed they were. I thought 
th at the m ost ignorant could 
have told me the story of the 
Black Prince, who w as beheaded 
at the Tower of London, and 
w hat poets were buried in the 
Abbey, but even the guides are 
lim ited in their know ledge of 
history, and often err in the in ­ 
form ation they give the tourist. 
We have found th a t our best 
guide is our little Blue Guide 
of London w hich we carry with 
us everywhere.

One would 
think th at after a large break­ 
fast, m orning snacks, lunch, a 
heavy "tea,” and supper, that by 
theatre tim e people would be 
stuffed to the gullets, but no. 
they eat straight through the 
show, holding trays of coffee and 
sandw iches 
in 
their 
laps, 
or 
dribbling ice cream down their 
fronts. 
After the theatre they 
m ake for a pub to eat again. I 
haven't had any first hand view 
of a sleeping Englishman but 
I'll w ager they chew hungrily on 
the pillow slip while they dream 
eagerly of breakfast time.

Our State Legislature

R iverside C ounty A ssem blym an 


One of the subjects of great 
controversy of the Legislature 
this session has been th e efforts 
of Senator Jack Tenney of Los 
Angeles to control Communism. 
Senator Tenney has m ade studies 
for several years w hich 
have 
been embodied in his un-A m er­ 
ican Activities reports. 
As a re­ 
sult of these studies, he intro­ 
duced in the Senate a num ber 
of bills dealing w ith the problem 
of Communism in California. The 
bills specify loyalty oath s for 
public employees, teachers, and 
law yers. 
He also introduced a 
bill to control the teaching of 
Com munism in the schools of the 
State. 
We can presum e th a t Com m u­ 
nists object to these bills, but. 
also, there are a very large num ­ 
ber of people who have suggest­ 
ed th a t these bills curtail certain 
rights which we are entitled to 


under our form of governm ent. 
We m ust realize, however, th at 
Communism, as such, is a very 
im m inent th reat to our form of 
governm ent, and every true Com­ 
m unist has as his objective the 
overthrow of our Government. 
It is an effort to counter this 
threat by Com m unists th at Sen­ 
ator Tenney has introduced these 
bills. There are, however, a n u m ­ 
ber of people who feel th at we 
should not cause people who are 
not C om m unists to have to be 
regulated m erely because a few 
Com m unists are such a menace. 
Senator Tenney's bill, which 
attem pts to define Communism, 
Fascism, Nazi-ism. and to pre­ 
vent any teacher “from teaching 
these subjects with the intent to 
inculcate into the m inds of s tu ­ 
dents these ideas, w as heard by 
the Assembly Education Com­ 
m ittee and rejected by a vote of

Coachella Valley 


Grapes to Marker 


The first of Coachella Valley’s 
$4,000,000 Thompson S e e d le ss 
grapes were on New York tables 
today w ith two shippers in a 
photo finish for first honors. 
But the first out-of-state con­ 
sum er to e n j o y the valley’s 
grapes this season was an ill vet­ 
eran in Alabama. 
A storekeeper at Opelika, Ala., 
wrote the chamber of commerce 
at Indio that the gravely ill vet­ 
eran had a craving for grapes. 
Luke Christiansen, chamber sec­ 
retary, contacted Harlan Kittle, 
owner of an 80-acre vineyard 
near 
Coachella. 
Kittle picked 
four pounds of the first Cardinals 
to ripen and dispatched them to 
the storekeeper by air express. 
First commercial shipments of 
grapes from the valley came 
from the George Johnston ranch 
at Mecca and the Hi-Acres ranch 
near Oasis, operated by George 
V. Berkey and Theron Walker. 
Johnston has been the first on 
the carlot m arket for nearly 20 
years. However, this season, the 
shipm ents 
from both ranches 
rolled on the sam e train to the 
same markets. 
From the Johnston ranch two 
cars w ith 1200 lugs of the new 
crop have been sent by Railway 
Express to the New York markets. 
Shipm ent 
from 
the 
Hi-Acres 
ranch brought the total to six 
carlots. 
Last year 3600 acres yielded a 
gross return of more than $3,200,­ 
000.

tance of courtesy explained to them. If Palm Springs 
could establish a reputation for the pleasant, courteous 
and fair treatm ent of visitors, it would work wonders for 
the community. It would cost nothing. Such a thing could 
be promoted by the hotel and apartm ent group, the newly 
formed merchants group, the cafe owners and, of course, 
the chamber of commerce.
